Items under discussion 
included the security plans for the re-compartmentation of 
an ongoing satellite collection program, the responsible 
management of computer assisted bookkeeping efforts in the 
compartmented area, security plans for protection of pre- 
launch operations; and consideration of restructuring the 
compartmented security control system. 
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1B On 19 March, Mr. James M. Cannon, Assistant to 
the President for Domestic Affairs and Executive Director of the 
Domestic Council was indoctrinated on 3 compartmented programs. 


25X1A oe During the last week of March, the SSC began the 
task of briefing approximately 122 Agency persons in a new 
compartmented program.
